OBSERVATIONS. 



A considerable portion of the 
cost of the tenement valuation 
was incurred in ascertaining the 
names of the owners and occu- 
piers, and in laying down the 
boundaries of every holding ; and 
in several counties where the 
Ordnance Plans did not supply 
the detail, it became necessary to 
make special measurements by 
land surveyors employed for that 
purpose. Maps were also pre- 
pared, on a large scale, of the 
cities, towns, and villages, and 
the areas, not only of every farm 
in Ireland but of each quality of 
soil,were accurately computed, &c. 
All these maps and calculations 
are now in perfect order, having 
been corrected every year during 
the progress of the revision ; and 
as the field books, maps, and 
other documents are available, I 
consider the re valuation can be 
effected for the sum of 46,000 1. 
It is to be observed that one-half 
the total cost of each year’s annual 
revision in this Return has been 
defrayed out of the Consolidated 
Fund,
